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Student Loan Drive 
Still Shows Growth

Early in the history of Sacra- 
mento State Callege, a group 
composed of the presidents of 
all campus ciubs, the equivalent 
ot the present LC.C., was seeking 
an activity in which ali students 
and clubs could participate for 
the purpose of enjoyment. 

“The result of the project was 
a carnival, mainly to have fun,” 
commented Dr. Roberta Christie, 
Associate Dean of Students. Find- 


ing that such a project would 
also be the means of raising 
money, it was decided that a 


student loan fund be established. 
And so began the Student Loan 
Fund Drive, thereafter held 
annually, with a common goal— 
that of having fun. 

In 1951, the first drive netted 
a profit of 720.26. The record ac- 
complishment for S.LF.D. was 


established in the 19356 drive 
when the net derived was 
1,434.01. 


Before the project was estab- 
lished, no means for student loans 
existed at SSC. The need for stu- 
dent loans is increasing, as evi- 
denced by the tota] loaned in the 
Period beginning September 1, 
1957 and ending February 28, 
1958, which was 12.620. This 
amount is equal to the amount 
loaned from the fund im the en- 
tire school year, 1956-57, includ- 
ing the summer session. The 216 
loans of the September 1-Febru- 
ary 28 period averaged 58.43 
eacn. “Because of the part time 
job situation students need money 
for a longer period of time.” ex- 
plained Dr. Lawrence M. Bram- 
mer, Associate Dean of Students. 

Many students are compelied 
by financial matters to wait un- 
til summer time, and summer 
jobs, before their loans can be 
paid back. This is due to the lack 
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of “part time” empleyment avail- 
able at the present time. 

In the past, the activities week 
has incheded such projects as a 
car wash, shoe shine, art auction, 
and slave sales. The evening 
Classes are directly solicited for 
the drive by the Rally Commit- 
tee. The cltmaxing event of the 
Student Lean Fund Drive is the 
Jamboree, a carnival to be held 
May 9, this year. 

At the present time. the fund 
has 7,453.44 available which is 
the totaj] result of the past drives, 
pilus the donations of various 
community organizations, and the 
Sacramento State College Faculty 
Wives Association 

This year's drive is scheduled 
for May 3-9, umder the direction 
ot Dick Hughes, General Chair- 
man. The Jareboree, themed 
“Fiesta!” is being planned by Lee 
Flam, chairman, and Pat Lawler, 
co-chairman.

individuals, the coordinators of 
specific instructional - activity 
areas. Their appointment to these 
offices is, of course, subject to 
the approval of the Student Coun- 
cil. These coordinators comprise 
that advisory body known as the 
Cabinet. The present offices of 


the Cabinet consist of the follow- 
ing coordinators: Athletics, 


Drama and Debate, Music and 
Art, Publications, Elections, 
Soeia} Activities, World and 


Cultural Affairs, and the Rally 
Committee Chairman. The Vice- 
President of the ASSSC is the 
non-voting chairman of the Cab- 
inet, and represents the direct 
line of communications between 
the cabinet and the Student 
Council. 

Coordinators are chosen on a 
somewhat arbitrary basis, but are 
usually individuals who have been 
active in the areas they represent, 
and have shown leadership abili- 
ties in these areas. Although it 
is evident that the specific duties 
of the coordinators necessarily 
differ dependent upon the type 
of area they represent, al] are 
responsible for attending the 
meetings of the Cabinet, and for 
formulating budget requests for 
their program areas which are 
then submitted to the Board of 
Finance. 

My interest is centered about 
that of the Rally Committee, 
which is the sole service organ 
ization directly responsible to the 
ASSSC. Next week I will at- 
tempt to present an explanation 
of the organization and work of 
the Rally Committee,

It’s always a pleasure for 
a critic to attend a show and 
come out of the theater with 
little or nothing bad to say 
about it; that’s the way it 
was with Friday's perform- 
ance of Solid Gold Cadilac.

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Public Issues Forum Success; 
Odegard Stresses Education 


“The general reaction te the Public Issues Forum was one of 
success.” These were the words of Dr. Marc Tool, general chairman 
of the Forum. Tool pointed out that the committee was pleased with 
the recptiveness and at the quality of questions a:\«ed by the stu- 
tents. Too! said that the committee felt they did achieve the 
hasic purpose of the Forum, to stimulate the thinking of the students 


on important issues of the day. 

Tool estimated that the attend- 
. ance to be 1850 people with 700 
attending the speech given by 
Dr. Odegard. He said that all of 
the sessions have been put on 
tape and are available in the 
Audio-Visul Dept. for those who 
might have missed a particular 
meeting. 

Dr. Peter R. Odegard of the 
University of California, in his 
convocation speech, stressed the 
importance of closing the gap be- 
tween using science in politics as 
well as in our physical environ- 
ment. At an interview tollowing 
the convocation, Dr. Odegard 
said that he objected to any 
one segment of the society pre- 
scribing a curriculum for our 
schools. Rather, he said, it should 
come from all sections. He also 
said that it should be a curricu- 
lum that the teachers can be- 
lieve in if they are to do a good 
job. 

In the mock trial of Profes- 
sor Strangefellow, it was voted 
by the students to retain him 
by a vote of 275 to 11. Three 
members of the trial board vot- 
ed to retain him on the grounds 
that “It is difficult and detri- 
mental to free inquiry to attempt 
to define exactly how tactful a 
professor should be in the dis- 
cussion of fundamental matters 
related to his field. There was 
One dissenting vote by the board 
based on the view that Strange- 
fellow had made a grave error 
in judgment. 

Dr. Too! said that the Forum 
committee and the Social §Sci- 
ence Division appreciated the 
support of the students and fac- 
ulty.

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All About Art

There are two visiting shows 
on campus for the month of 
March. Both are one-woman 
shows sent up from the bay area. 
Both are “modern” shows in the 
strictest sense of the word. This 


is fair warning to the purest 
viewer. 

Taking them one at a time, 
the foyer of the Little Theater 
contains the work of Frann Spen- 
cer. Spencer is obviously a mem- 
ber of the pure color school. Her 
work is stretly two-dimensional 
and decorative in nature. The 
painting, “First Grey Hair” re- 
calis Picasso's “Woman In Front 
of Mirror” in style and technique. 
This reviewer's ampression of the 
exhibit as a whole was that of 
being bombareded with color. 
Spencer comes close to finding 
color harmony in her paintings, 
“Animal” and “Underwater Peo- 
ple,” but destroys the harmony 
for the apparent effect of shock. 
My favorite in the show is an 
unpretentious black and white 
painting called “Piano Forte.” 
Perhaps the effectiveness of this 
painting is due partially to it’s 
lack of color which Spencer seems 
to find hard to control. 

In the little gallery of the Art 
Building is the work of Nancy 
Genn. Genn's work was found to 
be more palatable to this re- 
viewer. Her drawing technique is 
strong and her understanding of 
the human figure is evident in 
the two untitled figure drawings 
in the exhibit. In fact, these two 
pen drawings appealed to me 
more than anything else in the 
gallery. Genn shows two dis- 
tinctly different techniques in her 
oil paintings. One is a shadowy, 
elusive style with objects emerg- 
ing from a mottled background. 
The other is a more linear style 
making use of bold colors. Her 
_Still Life With Piums,” and 
“Head On” are appealing and 
pleasing to the eye.
